SPRINGFIELD, January 24 —For three 
months past the State Board of Heaith has 
been at work daily to bring it~ machinery to 
bear effectively on the threatened small-pox 
epidemic, and has thus far succeeded to the 
full limit of its expectations. Still the dis- 


ease has made gradual headway during all 


this time. Inquiry at the office of the State 
Board shows that the disease now has a foot- 
hold in ninety-two different localities in the 
State,in forty-nine different counties,and the 
officers express the fear that severe weather 


mav greatly multiply the number of cases as 
well as the localities where the disease ex- 
sts. They have exercised much care to pre- 
vent creating undue alarm, but state that 
the public ought to know that the disease 
has seldom shown itself to be so maligrant 
as at present. Ip other words, the percent- 
age of deaths in the cases occurring is very 
high, anda it is 
WORSE TO DAY THAN IT HAS BEEN BEFORE. 
Oue of the officers stated iu answer to a 
question as to whether the epidemic is not, 
and was not likely to be, confined chiefly to 
the towns and cities, eplied that, unfortu- 
nately, the very contrary was the fact. 
He said that the vaccination orders 
af the Board had been more 
carefully observed in the towns 
and that the danger was proportionately less 
there. Peepleinthe towns realized their 
greater degree of exposure and consequently 
empires the means of prevention more Zeal- 
ously. Inthe rurai districts the people re 
garded themse'ves as less exposed and con- 


| 8equenily it was found that the 


of unvaceiuated persons was fully twice as 
large there as in the cities. esides he 
aid there is a great deal more arm-to-arm 
vaccination in the country than in towns 
and cities. There were instances in rural 
neighborhoods where several families had 
all been vaccinated with virus taken 
from the arm of some one person in the 
vicinity. 
VACCINATION 

with this humanized virus, he said, might de 
eff ctive, but it was 22 less to be de- 
pended on, and this fact added to the dan- 
ger in the country. He strongly recom- 
mended all persons knowing themselves to 
de vaccinate d by such virus to have the op- 
eration repeated “with virus directiy from 
the animal itself,“ as he expressed it. If 
this second operation took effect, that would 
show that it was needed. If it did not, it 
could do no harm. 

He was asked why the Board had not is- 
sued a circular giving the public 
eome general directions. as to other 
means ot preventing the diseare 
To this he repl ed that vaccination itself 
was the main preventative. In general, it was 
useful to tke care of the health, to avoid 
exposure to severe changes of weather, to 
et good, healtbful food, dress warmiy and 
apply s ap and water regularly to the whole 
hody: “but the most careful person in all 
these respects,’’ said he, will take small- 
pox like a shot if be is exposed to it and has 
no o.ber pr tection.’’ 

He was a-ked what particular reason, if 
any in his opinion, existed for 

TRE PRESENT OUTBREAK. 
He said d ligent search had been made by 
medical men in all parts of the country 
for the cause, and the result had been 
alike unsatisfactory in every case, 
the history of the disease had always been 
a puzzle. N. one knows exactly why it 
should be periodical; but it had alwans been 
o. Tbe e migbt be now some peculiar at- 
moxpheric condition favorable to its spread, 
(or there had not been a time in fifteen years 
when the disease was entirely absent from 
the s'ate, but sanitary regulations had con- 
fined ii. During the past year there had been 
a heavier tide of immigration than on any 
previous year in the history of the c un'rvy, 
4nd with this tide the disease had come in 
and got distributed before the sanitary 
authorities could get hold of 
it. Take this fact, he said, 
with a probably aggravating a!mospheric 
condition, and you have all thd explanation 
which any person can have of the present 
epidemic. 
BUT ILLINOIS, 

he said, is not al 'ne in this.case. Nothing is 
more certain than that the whole country 
will be scourged wita it, if the entire popu- 
lation cannot be arvused toa sense of the 
danger. 

Letters come in on the board by the bas- 
ketful asking all sorts of questions on the 
subj ct. Frum some quarters, where 
there hus been no local cause for alarm, the 
schob have been dismissed to remain i» 
vecation tii] the general scare is over. Ip 
ethers, the school officers have shown a dis- 
positi n to resist the authority of the Bard 
of Health, and targe numbers of letters have 
come te the office of the State Superinten- 
dent of Pub ic Instruction, quertioning the 
right of the Bard of Health to require the 
vaccination of the school children, or to close 
the school in case of failure to enforce the 
order requiring it. Many of these are turned 
ver to the Board for reply, and many are 
answered from the Superintendent’s office. 
This officer said it was boped the schools 
would continue as ifthe disease were not in 
the state; at least until cases occurred in the 
vicinity, that the children would ali be vac- 
cinated, and that the officeis would be ready 
to close the schools immediate y when the 
dar gor seems to threaten. He believed that 


“with the active co-operation of the people 


everywhere the disease can be practicaliy 
banished from the state in sixty days more.

A POISONER CONVICTED, 


And Sentenced to Eleven Years in 
Penitentiary. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. . 

KaNsas CITY, Mo., January 2.—The 
trial of the cause State vs. A. J. Wagoner, 
under indictment of the grand jury Decem- 
ber 17, 1881, for murder of the first degree, 
begun Monday, 16th inst., Wie 
concluded to-day. The ...case was 
given to the jury at 10 o’clock last nicht, and 
a verdict rendered this morning. The jury 
divided on murder inthe first and second 
degrees. Theverdict was murder in the 
second degree, and the punishment, the re- 
sult of a compromise, fixed at eleven 
years in the Penitentiary. Wagon- 
er’s victim, Norman Bander, came 
to Kansas City in the spring of 1881 from 
Gloversville, N. Y., having con iderable 
money. His acquaintance with Wagoner soon 
ruined him, losing his money and making 
him a nkard. The post-mortem ex«mina- 
tion showed that death was caused bv slow 
opium poisoning. The evidence and Wage 
oner’s condition showed him the murderer, 
The cause of the State versus Charies J n- 
ferson, a negro, for the murder of John 
Mu'tho'land, white, was taken up to-day 
under indictment of the grand jury, which 
found him guilty of murder 
in the first degree, August, 1881, 
term at Independence. A new trial was 
granted and be was indicted by the same 
grand jury at the present term, of the court 
of murder committed December 19 188%

The Guiteau Trial. | 
WASHINGTON, D. C., January 24.—As soon 
as court opened Judge Porter was about to 
begin his speech when the prisoner fore- 
stalied him and called out from the dock: 1 
desire to say that some crank has signed my 
name to a letter that appeared in the papers 
this morning. It was without my authority 
and I repudiate it. I also want to say in re- 
gard to a couple of cranks,who I understand, 
have been arrested for hanging around here, 
if they undertake to harm me they will be 
shot down. I want every one to understand 
this.“ 

Judge Porter, who had paused to permit 
this! preliminary announcement, began by 
saying “The prisoner, as usual, has made the 
opening speech.” After thanking the court 
and jury for their consideration yesterday, 
which had made it possible for him to ap- 


“This whole defence has been a sham and 
imposture, an imposture which was sup- 
posed to have gained a strength of credence 
from reiteration. The truth asserted by 
this defense is that truth which is uttered 
with effrontery, enforced by persistence and 
reduplicated by reiteration. This is the truth 
which they assert in opposition to that truth 
which you are to ascertain and declare. In 
my remarks vesterday I showed you how the 
prisoner has belied by his acts his profes- 
sion; how be has belied by his acts the char- 
acter givenhim by his counsel. I showed 
you that he had beena liar, a swindler, a 
murderer at heart from the beginning. That 
tbis man has grown worse every year of his 
life, we have all seen and know.“ 

Guiteau: Thet's bosh and you know it, 
Porter. 

Judge Porter continued to depict the char- 
acter of the prisoner and the fallacies of his 
defense, when Guiteau again and again in- 
terrupted him, at one time calling out, 
‘Attorney-General MacVeagh wouldn't have 
anvthing to do with it.” 

Judge Porter, half replying to the prison- 
er, said: And this Cristian gentleman 
would have you even believe that Attorney- 
General MacVeagh had dipped his fingers in 
Garfield’s blood.“

The bears who went short on wheat are on 
the anxious seat just now, and to-day hada 
bad scare. While other markets have been 
presenting a strong front and advancing in 
value for several days past our market 
responded but slowly to this advance, 
and most operators were inclined to be bear- 
ish in their ideas, as is usually the case with 
St. Louis speculators anyway. But to-day 
their ideas appeared to have suddenly 
changed. Chicago was lower, and this had a

Trafton’s New York Produce Exchange 
Reporter says: Much has been said the 
past six weeks in regard to the keeping 
qualities of spring wheat patents of {me- 
dium and high grades, and to test the ques- 
tion, a few buyers quietly placed sundry 
brands of spring patents called choice“ 
valued at $7 50 to $7 75, under summer heat 
for a week,and every barrel turned out sour. 
This we regard as of the highest importance, 
though it may not prove true of all patents 
of that grade, still its importance should 
not be ignored. Our correspondent at 
Chicago express the opinion that three- 
quarters of the wheat in warehouse is unfit, 
to make sweet bread. He also says that a 
larger proportion of the new 
Spring to hand since the ist of De- 
cember is of the same character. He claims 
that the major part of the good wheat in the 
Northwest has heen or will be used by mill- 
ers, so that the exporting power of that sec- 
tion promises to be quite as limited as we 
stated early in the season, and even more so, 
as only ten per cent of the wheat arriving at 
Chicago is graded as No.2, and of the bal- 
ance more than halfthe quantity is rejected, 
hence we conclude that the production of 
sound spring wheat flour the last half of the 
cereal year will be light; but it is satisfactory 
to know that farmers in the winter wheat 
states hold from fifteen to sixty per cent of 
their last crop, which will give us ample 
supplies to meet our own wants, though we 
shall have very little surplus for export,”

A Centenarian Passed Away. 
Rockland Laks Special to N. X. Times. 
Yesterday after noon Mr.. Effi: Barmore, 
Rockland county's hunered centenarian, died, 
at ie of 102 years and 4 months, at this 
place. his aged lady, who possessed a re- 
markable degree of activity up to the time 
her years marked a century, had been very 
feeble in body for a long time previous to 
her death, but ber mental saculties were re- 
markably well preserved. Up to almost 
the last moment, she entertained 
her friends in conversation, being al- 
ways cheeriul. She was born near Haver- 
straw in September, 1779, and lived in the 
place of her birth for about ten years, when 
she was brought to Rockland Lake, ~here 
she has since resided. In the vear 1803 she 
was married to Nathanic! Barmore, her 
maiden nome being Snedeker. Her hu~band 
died in 1870 The union was a happy one, 
and tbeir married ſife was filled with con- 
tinualsunsb ne. One of their sons was, not 
along while ago, president of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice Company. Mrs. Burmore leaves 


upward of grandchfidrer, 
and six! y-three great-grandchildren, 
There is a lopg line of her 
descendants now livinz, embracing, with 


those united to thera in marri e, more than 
120 persons. Many incidents con sern'ng her 
activity and vigor in her eariy days are re- 
luted. Before steam was introduceion the 
Hudson river, persons living in this and 
adj scent places were traasported to and from 
New York by sloops and schooners. When 
they started forthe cit, thei. time for re- 
turning was always very uncertain, and, in 
consequence, sometimes when they arrived 
at tbe landing there were no vehicles to meet 
them, and they were often compelied to walk 


long distances and up steep hils 
*Aunt Effie’’ Barmore, ad che 
Was familiarly called, occasionally 
was landed under such circumstances 


at ‘**Slaughter’s Landing’’ (now R wkland 
Lake), and when no vehicle was there to 
meet her she would take all der parcels— 
some of them very heavy—ani with a large 
leg of mutton ard sometimes otber meat 
over her shoulders she would walk up the 
long wearisome hi!) from the landing and ll 
the way to der house, arriving there without 
much evidence of fatigue. She posses-ed u 
Warm, sunsbiny nature, which made her a 
model for the entire oeighborhood in which 
she lived, and she did not change in her dis- 
position up to the time of her death. As she 
was, 80 far as ie kn wn, the only person in 
Rockland county who bad reached the great 
age to whichshe h d attained she was visited 
frequently by persons from a long distance, 
and always greeted them with smiies.

ROM the best obtainable sources it is be-

This is a conclusive an- 
swer to the assertion that poisoning is one of 
the lost arts. Ofcourse the modern Bor- 
Glas have neither the ‘skill nor the artistic 
perceptions of the renaissance. Their work is 
usually fruitlese and none of them have con- 
sidered the dramatic proprieties of crime. 
But for all this, poisoning, which is 
truly and essentially a medieval and the- 
atrical murder, something as the 
bravo is essentiaily a medieval and oper- 
atic criminal, has not lost its place in public 
favor, especially in the favor of that public 
which inclines to the romantic and myster- 
iousin tragedy. The reason for its apparent 
decadence is that the science of medizine 
has kept pace with the science of toxicology. 
In older times it was possible to administer 
a deadly drug with perfect security, for al! 
traces of it immediately disappeared. Now 
science can vaticinate upon the viscera ofa 
victim just as the augurs did of old and any of 
the common poisons leave unmistakable auto- 
graphs. Uncommon poisons need special 
scientists to prepare and when given escape 
detection or even suspicion. Suppose that 
woorali were given to an obnoxious St. 
Louisan the best physician in the city would 
swear that the victim died naturally and the 
crime would never be discovered. Death 
from cobra poison 80 closely resembles death 
from heart disease that even post mortems 
have failed to distinguish between the two. 
Antidotes and ignorance are the two chief 
reasons forthe belief that toxicology is a 
lost art. A great many of the poisoned re- 
cover, a majority of them bury the secret of 
their death under the convenient scientific 
nomenclature of the pseudo science of medi- 
cine. 
A TALENTED Presbyterian clergyman in 
Chicago, mamed HERRICK JOHNSON, has 
opened a crusade on the theaters of his city.

Nineteen Men Arrested in a Railway 
Station on the Missouri Pacific, 


And Locked up in the Four Courts 
Hold-Over. 


The Prisoners Claim to be Ignorant of 
Why They Were Corraled. 


At4o’clock this morning nineteen meu 
guarded by six railroad men under command 
of Thomas Furlong marched iato the Four 
Courts. Mr. Furlong stated that they had 
been arrested ut Oakland, a station on the 
Missouri Pacific, where they arrived last 
night, taking possession of the depot and 
driving citizens away. A telegram was sent 
from Kirkwood, and a special car containing 
the railroad employes was sent to Oakland. 
When searched at the Four Courts at 4 
o' clock this morning they gave their names, 
as follows: 


THE PRISONERS. 

August Hornhausen, Martin Sweeney 
John Wickens, Thomas Burke, Thomas

The prisoners were locked up in two cells, 


| where they were seen this morning by a 


reporter. I don’t know what we are locked 
up for,“ said tbe spokesman, and we were 
arrested asif we were the James boys or 
some desperate gang of highwaymen. I don’t 
know who my companions are, but I can 
vouch for myself and one more. I arrived 
in the city on last Saturday and on yesterday 
saw an advertisement inthe papers callin 
for laborers. I started out to get work, an 
on the way met some more of the men. They 
were all railroad laborers like myself, as far 
as I could judge. When we reached 
OAKLAND, 

a station one mile this side of Kirkwood, 
which is thirteen miles from the city, night 
overtook us. I did not want, for one, to 
walk in the dark for fear of failing through 
bridges or getting hurt. I saw there was 
nobody in the station-house but some 
laborers, 80 we went in. There was a fire 
there, and the night was cold. They did not 
have any objections, so we all lay down. Our 
party was going to Dahoney quarry, and some 
were going to ge out to St. Paul to work for 
Barry & Sullivan on the bridge they are 
building there. About 2 o’clock this 
morning 1 woke up and saw a 
train coming towards the station on a 
side track. Inafew minutes the station- 
house door was burst open and six men, hold- 
ing revolvers in their hands, rushed in and 
shouted, 

‘*DON’T STIR OR WE’LL SHOOT.” 
J thought they were train robbers, and I 
guess they thought We were too. Well, they 
stood us up and searched us, and then 
marched us down te the car, with their 
revolvers still drawn on us. We 
were then all put in seats 
and half of them sat in front of us and half 
behind us. We arrived in the city at 4 
o’clock this morning, and they marched us 
up bere and locked us up.“ 

„Did you have any weapons!“ 

“The only weapons we had were a few old 
pipes, about half a pound of tobacco between 
us and a couple of peu-knives.”’ 

„Did you drive the passengers from the 
depot??? 

„No, there were no passengers to drive 


awav. The men that were there told us that 
a citizen advised them to go up to 
the station-house and stay there during the 


night. There wasn’t anything to steal from 
the place, that’s certain, and there was no 
female that came there. 
WE HAD NO FIGHTS 

between ourselves, and if anybody asked us 
to get out, I, for one, would have left the 
place. I don’t know what they have us ar- 
rested for at all.” 

‘‘Wereany of you turned out of the Work- 
house yesterday?“ 

The crowd was canvassed but all answered 
that they were strangers in the city and had 
never been to the Work- house in their lives. 
Many of the men were not acquainted with 
more than twofgor three ofthe crowd, but it 
they were kept locked up in the same cell 
they hoped to know each other better. 
The prisoners were held for the railroad offi- 
cials, who were informed that they had taken 
forcible possession of the station- house. 
They are all apparently hard-working men. 

The men were not released yesterday from 
the Work House, as the railroad employes 
supposed. Mavor Ewing did not forward 
his release list until to-day. Mr. Furlong, 
of the Missouri Pacific, asked that the pris- 
overs be held until he could consult the 
Prosecuting Attorney for the county and 
determine whether they could be proseeuted 
or not at Clayton. .

An Atheist’s Testimony. 

The Appellate Court to-day affirmed the 
judgment for plaintiff in the note suit of 
Londoner vs. Liehtenheim. The court sus- 
tains the ruling of the Circuit Court that it 
is improper to object to the reading ofa 
deposition in testimony on the ground that 
the witness is an atheist.

ESTATE EATERS. 


How the Courts Could Have Saved the 
Insurance Policy-Holders. 


The Post-DisPaTca ventilation of insur- 
ance estate eating countenanced by the 
courts in fees to referees, receivers, lawyers, 
etc., is occasioning general discussion among 
the members of the bar. An ex-judge, 
speaking of the matter to a PostT-D1s- 
PATCH reporter, expressed the opinion 
that the courts could not escape 
criticism in the matter. “For instance“ 


said he, “what was the use of a — 
receivers for the St. Louis Mutual’ —

When an estate 
has passed out of the hands ofan insolvent 
company, the claims should be proved up 
against the estate controlling the assets 
after dissolution, The court, however 
imposed all the cumbersome an 
costly machinery of receivers for the Mis- 
souri Mutual, the Desoto, the Atlas, and 
three receivers for the St. Louis Mutual. 
Then there were referees and attorneys in 
each case and the Columbia receiver was 
. on the defensive at legal cost to pro- 

ct the Columbia’s interests in the suits 
brought by the other receivers. The 
only litigation positively necessary in the 
whole insurance business was that of the 
Columbia receiver against the Life Associa- 
tion. The referees in all the cases sat upon 
the respective claims for years, eating up the 
estates, and the courts countenanced it all. 
There was no necessity for all this elaborate 
machinery of officers of the court winding up 
the affairs of the wrecked companies. At 
least $100,000 could have been saved bya 
simpler form, ail claims being proved against 
the Columbia estate. 


Secret Marriage Sequel. 

This morning ia the Probate Court the 
question of appointing an administrator to 
take charge of the Nancy M. North, nee 
Robbins, estate, pending the contest of the 
will in the court above, was called up by Col.

A Criminal Appeal. 

The Court of Appeals to-day granted a stay 
of execution for fourteen days in the criminal 
case of Harry Williams. This young man 
was recently sentenced from the Criminal 
Court for a three-year term in the Peniten- 
tiary for robbing a saloon- 
keeper.

Bamberger et al. says: No action 
can be maintained against a husband alone 
upon any obligation imposed by law to pay 


an ante-nuptial debt of bis wife. It is only 
when he bas made a substantial promise to 
pay such a debt that an action 
can be brought against him alone, and that 
only upon the separate promise which he 
has made. The husband is not liable abso- 
lutely and at all events to pay an ante-nup- 
tial debt of his wife. He is liable upon a 
condition that the wife shall stand liable 
with him.

The day of reckoning for the directors of 
the defunct insurance companies, whose 
wrecks have made an unenviable record for 
St. Louis at home and abroad, while long de- 
ferred, would appear to have at length been 
reached. The receivers have been spurred 
to an effort to gather in something for 
the unfortunate policy-holders who have 
had a sorry experience of the way in which 
an estate can be slowly eaten up in the pro- 
cess of liquidation with lawyers’ and referees? 
fees, compensation to receivers and office 
rent, etc. In the case of the St. Louis Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, whose assets stand 


at present at $13,000, as against liabilities 


of eleven hundred thousand, a vigorous 
effort has been made by the attorneys 
of Receiver Bent, Mesers.

The Mound City 
subsequentiy changed its name to that of the 
St. Louis Life and afterwards tothe Colum- 
bid. In 1877 pursuant to action of State 
Superintendent Reife the company was dis- 
solved and Receiver L. E. Alexander took 
charge. The receiver in conclusion 
states that large costs have accrued in the 
administration of the estate, that he has 
paid out seventy-four per cent of the claims 
allowed against the company, but there still 
remains for claims, costs and expenses sev- 
eral thousand dollars to be paid, and that it 
is his duty to collect and realize to the ut- 
most all the assets of the Missouri Mutual 
estate; hence these suits. 

The directors are likewise sued in respect 
ot the procurement of certain notes to exhibit 
to the Insurance Department when the com- 
pany was in an insolvent condition. The 
whole history of insurance company man- 
agement in St. Louis for the past decade will 
be developed when the trial of these cases is 
reached.

A Chapter About Sheets, Shams, 
Towels and Coveriets. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

Inthe lull which succeeds the bustle of 
preparation for Christmas, after the winter 
sewing is over, and before the pressure of 
spring sewiug begins, prudent housekeepers 
look over the linen closets and renew their 
stock of bed and table linen. Even when, as 
is often the case, ladies of dainty tastes buy 
from time to time whatever pleases their 
faucy, and keep art needlework for home use 
always on hand, it is still a good plan to have 
a stated season at which to “take stock,“ so 
to speak, to see what must be replenished, 
what can be mended and what must be re- 
2 — to the rag- bag. 

heets that have wora thin down the mid- 
dle can be tornin two and sewed together 
with a flat seam on the two selvages, taking 
out the the worn part, and thus making them 
serve for smaller beds or cribs. Tiny snags 
that come from tear, not wear, must be neat- 
Awa — and where patches are necessary 
they should be put on after the fashion of 
our grandmothers—evenly by a thread al! 
around, and hemmed carefully by hand, 
since, even though a patch be, as Sheridan 
wittily pronounced it, “‘premeditated pov- 
7 4 it is still possible to make the best 
of it. 

Pillow slips are rarely worth mending af- 
terithey once begin to break,and, indeed, it is 
difficult to mend them so that the darns and 
patches shall not be aggressively apparent. 
Now that pillow shams are so universally 
used, the cases proper are usually perfectly 
plain, so that new ones cost but little, and 
the labor of making is less than that of mend- 
ing. With the shams it is a difficult matter, 
and the artistic darning which serves to hold 
together fine embroidery or laces is well em- 
ployed. 

The accepted size for pillows is thirty-four 
by from thirty to thirty-two inches; the 
shams must, of course, be large enough to 
project over them for about two inches all 
around. Pillows are rarely exac'ly square, 
but, as their position has the effect ot in- 
creasing their apparent breadth, they look so. 

The *‘hotel piliow-case,’’ which is simply 
a bag open at one end, and buttoned or not, 
as the maker prefers, oftener not, is the us- 
ual slip which covers the pillow under the 
sham. Another popular plain pillow-case 
is made in the same manner, but is full 
enough to allow of a wide tuck all around, 
which tuck is formed by a row of stitching, 
say an juch and a half from the edge. ia 
this case the slip should always be furnished 
with buttons and button-hules. Finely- 
trimmed pillow-cases are almost wholly out 
of fashion; still it is wise to have a few sim- 
ply-trimmed ones for usein guest chambers 
for gentlemen, who, as a rule, abhor pillow 
shams and crumple them remorselessly, and 
in case of sickness, When one wishes the bed 
to look nicely, and pillow shams are, of 
course, a nuisance to the invalid. 


There is practically no limit to the amount 
of work and expense lavished on bed furm- 
ture by those who cau afford it. Coveriets 
of real-lace over thick silk or satin or plush 
linings are perhaps the most elegant thing 
in this respect. Fine antique zuipure is the 
favorite Jace. Russian ce or Irish guipure 
is also effective over plush or satin, but oc- 
casionaliy real Valencieanes is used, and 
this is, by all odds, more elegant and expen- 
sive. Rumors of real point lace coveriets 
belonging to European princesses come 
across the water, but Americans have not 
vet progressed to that point of luxury. With 
these lace coverlets the pillow shams must 
match, and are accordingly made in suit of 
lace lined with silk, satin or piush, as the 
case may be. Made at home of antique lace, 
lined with silk-faced satin or with linen- 
backed satin, a very pretty set, coverlet and 
shams, wiil come within $100, and the price 
may, ofcourse, be reduced with the quality 
of the lace. A better ch ice than coarse an- 
tique lace, however, is fine Nottingham, 
which is now woven for coverlets and pillow 
sbams, and which may be lined either with 
silk, satin, Or even with silesia, the last giv- 
ing a very pretty effect in a bedroom fur- 
nished in light weods. 


Fine Marseilles spreads are still the ustial 
choice for ordinary occasions, and even 
wealthy people do not keep their beds dressed 
always in lace. With these white spreads 
either piilow or sheet shams or pillow 
shams alone are used. The sheet sham is al- 
ready going out of fashion, and where one 
fancies it the work is done on the sheet itself, 
which is sometimes a marvel of cunning nee- 
dlework. For instance the hemstitching ona 
set of sheets prepared some time since for a 
fair invalid cost $25 a pair, and, besides this, 

etween the rows of drawn work was hand- 
embroidery done in delicate tracery of flowers 
and vines on the fine linen of which the sheets 
were made. As for the pillow shams, they 
are of ail sorts, and any amount of work may 
be put on them. Manv ladies prefer merely 
fine linen, witha dainty wreath in the center, 
hand embroidered, with a border to match, 
and lace frill, a style often handsomer than 
others far more elaborate. These wreaths 
are newer, and are considered in better 
tasce than the large letters and monogram: 
of a few seasons back. Trimming of inser- 
tion, lace and embroidery, lace and tucks, or 
tucks and embroidery, is set in triangies 
across the corners of the square shams, leav- 
ing a square in the middie which is tucked 
ot lane trimmed, and embroidered or not, as 
desired. 

When the sheet enam is used, it is trim- 
med only on one side, the trimmed side fold- 
ing over to simulate the edge of the sheet, 
which it ig supposed to represent. 

Towels, also, are decorated lavishly with 
borders of drawn work across the ends, and 
e'aborately embroidered initials or mono- 
grams above the border. In Russia, where 
these towels originated, they are used as a 
sort of screen to throw over the towel-rack, 
hiding those in daily use. Here and in Eu- 
giand they are both for use and ornament 
and answer the purpose of face and han 
towels. Eventhe more extravagant people 
draw the line at the bath-room and substi- 
tute plainer towels for the bath. 

Bedroom sets, splas bers for the washstand, 
small table-covers and bureau sets, are pret- 
tily done on Java canvass or crash, or linen 
momie cloth in outline embroidery.

Each of these re- 
ceives five tickets. As the thing has been 
going on for fifteen years he has considerable 
hold on our fashionable society, which, how- 
ever, has never asserted itself for one mo- 
ment, but lets the imported boss select 
whom he considers the proper thing. Those 
who reciprocate by inviting the Mogul to 
their houses get the invitations. 

About two years ago he concluded, as that 
old generation Was thinning out, another 
scheme must be got up to get in the younger 
generation, so he organized what is com- 
monly called the F. C. D. C., meaning the 
Family Circle Daneing Class. It also meets 
at Delmonico’s every fortnight, five times in 
the season, the subscription price being $100. 
So, practically, this man, whom nobody 
knows except in connection with these balls, 
manages the principal entertsinment in New 
York forten weeks of the fashionable season 
—the Patriarchs’ ball coming in between the 
F. C. D. C. balls. It is boss government of 
the most ridiculous sort. McAllister has cut 
some of the Astors lately and leans towards 
the Vanderbilts, whom he deftly handles.

New York Cheap Lodging-Houses. 
From a New York Special. 

The authorities are making another in- 
spection of the cheap lodging-houses of this 
city, and are arresting those proprietors who 
are flagrantly violating the heaith ordinance. 
The dangers from disease and fire are found 
to be manifold. Among the bvildings in- 
spected yesterday was a four-story brick 
house on Pear! street which bears the sign: 
„Five and ten cent lodging- house.“ Its 
proprietor owns seven houses all of the same 
stvie. 

„How many sleeping-rooms are there in 
the house?“ Chief Mahedy asked of the 
owner. 

„Four,“ was the answer, and we have 150 
lodgers.” He led the way through filth and 
wet walls and flooring to the floor above. 
„his, he said, is the 12-cent room.” In 
the room were bedsteads of cheap pine wood, 
pillow-cases aad sheets dirty and yellow, no 
‘ight, no air, and an overpewering, sickening 
smeil. The next floor contained twenty-nine 
beds and was the 10-cent place. “It is nice 
enoug!,’’ said the man;” open the windows 
and the air comes in very strong.“ 

A stove made the room insuiferably warm. 
On the second floor above were the 5-cent 
rooms. They each held fifty beds, or rather 
bammocka, which seemed alive with vermin. 
“There is no bed-cilothing supplied to these 
lodgers,” said the man. Lou can’t expect 
it for 5 cents. We always have the room 
ful’, often so full thatthe men have to sleep 
on the floor. A good many are so intoxicated 
that they can’t get into bed.” 

There are several hundred such houses in 
the city, and their patronage is drawn 
wholly from the vagrant classes, and from 
the lowest sort of street-waikers and their 
paramours.

A Teamster’s Throat Cut at Noon 
To-Day. 
His Assailant Saved From the Rope 
by John J. Cantwell. 


— —— 


The Full Details of the Main Street 
Riot. 


It is not often that the business part of the 
city is the theater of an exciting tragedy, but 
to-day was an exception to the rule, and the 
bales and boxes of Commercial Alley 
came near witnessing a lynching as well as a 
murder at noon to-day. Richard Hinch, a 
teamster in the employ of the A. F. Shap- 
leigh & Cantwell Hardware Company, was 
unloading a wagon full of goods at 
the rear ofthe store of the company, 414, 
416 and 422 North Mainstreet. It was about 
half-past 12 and Hinch was resting with his 


wagon half unlosded, when * 
wagon was driven uD in which 
two necro ash-gatherers, both named 


Henderson, being father and son, were sit- 


ting. 
“Get that wagon out of the way,” said 
the younger one to Hinch. 


They were requested not to be 
in too great a hurry, when young 
Henderson jumped out of his 


Wagon and came towards Hnch saying 
40 ou I' show vou whetber you’l: 
move that wagon out of the way or not.“ 

**What’s that vou've got in your hand,” 
said Hinch just before they clinched and a 
bystander ca led out. 

“LOOK OUT! HE’LL CUT you!” 
and almost as the words were -poken the 
negro jumped back a pace from Hinch, and, 
lifting bis bund, a razor was seen plainly 
to glit'erinit. He brought the weapon down 
with sicke. ing force on Hinch’s neck, cutting 
it from beneath the chin all along to a point 
bebind the ear, 
LAYING BARE THE CAROTID ARTERY. 

An Ounce more of force in the biow and 
Hinch wou d have been killed outright; even 
as it is he is pow lyinv in a very critical con- 
dition at his home, 1822 Mon'gomery street. 
Dr D. W. McCarthy was called in to at- 
tend the wounded man. The two negroes 
were seizel at once, but in the excitement of 
carrying the wounded man into the house, 
the younger one jerked away trom 
the men who were holding him and 
ran down the alley towards O ive street,pur- 
sued ty a howling mob of store porters, 
teamsters and clerks. He was caucht after 
a race of two blocks, and amid the wildest 
excitement a gy eee to lynch him was 
caught up and repeated from tongue to 
tongue. 


A ROPE WAS CAUGHT 
out of a pas 1 trausfer wagon, a noose 
made init, when Mr. Cantwell, of Shapleigh 
& Can' well, made a stand for law and order. 
It happened to be one of his emp'oyes 
who was arranging the rope, 
and consequently he was able to make the 
man desist. A short parley was held, the 
mob fairly howling for the negro’s blood 
when a eouple of policemen appeared 


and took Henderson in charge. 
He was scared 80 badly his 
fuce was an ashen gray, and 


du ing the time preparations were making 
to lynch him he was 
HALF PRAYING TO HEAVEN, 
half begging the iniuriated men about him 
to svare his life. Both the 
darkeys were placed in Chestnut 
Street Station, whence they will be removed 
to the Four Courts this evening. A warrant 
wiil be sworn out as soon as Hinch’s situa- 
tion can be cieuriy told. 
SYLVANUS HENDERSON, 

the man who did the cutting, was seen at the 
Chestnut Street Station. He is a dark, slight 
built negro, only 19 years of age His story, 
if true, will partially ex nerate him. 

He wa- anxious to tak and said: “My 
father and | were hauiing ashes from the 
rear of that store (m-aning Shapleigh & 


Cantwell’s). When we came up with our 
cart for a load this man that 
1 cut was feeding his team 


ina place that shut us out from the ash- 
box. I asked him to m ve, but he said: 
‘NOT THIS EVENING, SUME OTHER EVEN 
ING 

Afterwards I led the team a 
little bit away, and some men rushed 
out at me. This man I cut 
and others struck me with their fists and 
knocked me down. When I got up, one of 
them hit me over the head with a wagon 
stave, and another struck me across the back 
with a heavy piece of wood. Another man 
Was holding my father all the 
time 1 was being beaten, 
When I got up the second time one of the 
men but vi« hand behind nim, and then 

I PULLED MY KNIFK AND SLASHED AWAY 
at this men. When kcut him I broke and 
run through the tea-store next door. I don't 
know what streetit was, but I turned to- 
ward the river, and asl was running some 
man tripped me and 1 fell. A crowd that 
running after me came up, and 
beat me with whips and sticks 
and kicked me as often as they could. Then 
they started to carry me back, but the 
crowd said 

‘LYNCH HIM,’ 
and somebobody got a rope. I thought I 
Was gone up, but s me good men were there 
and they handed me over to the police.“ 

**Was Hinch the man who struck you?” 

“He was one ofthe men. They beat me 
ali to pieces. I’m crippled and I’ve a hole in 
my side, where I was cut in 
a room at a negrochapel before Christmas. 
They ought not to beat a crippled man like 
that, ought they?” 

The negro’s appearance bears out 
his story. His head is wrapped 
up in bandages and shows two very severe 
cuts. He complains of painsin his back, 
and When the leporter left bim, he said his 
head feli as if it had been cracked, and that 
he wanted tosee a doctor. He tooks like 
he had been very roughly handled. He is 
slight built. A singular circumstance is that 
he kept the knife iu his hand all the time he 
Was running, andthbatwhen he was tripped 
up, the knife cut him in the hand.

because he found that the ladies of his family 
could not be received as quests by the Queen 
on the occasion of the perf»rmance. The 
real truth wa-, that when Sir Charles Phipps 
wrote tointimate the Queen's earnest desire 
to witness a performance of the piece, Dick- 
ens consulted with all bis company before 
sending an an-wer, and they all unanimously 
agreed with the view which he had taken 
from the first—that the invitation shouid be 
declined, and there were many excellent 
reasons to justify this course.
